They will leave Capitol Hill to the 
Senators, who won’t call it quits 
until sometime next m onth after 
ratification of the United Nations 
Charter drafted at San Francisco 
T hen the Senate, too, will fold up 
until October 8.

An estimated IOO House members 
will spend their vacation traveling 
abroad on investigations.

January 3, the House with the Sen­ 
ate, has enacted this legislation;

It sought, but failed for lack of 
Senate concurrence, to draft nurses 
for the armed forces, to compel 
draft-age men to take essential jobs 
under penalty of Induction, and to 
require treaty ratification by a m a­ 
jority of the Senate and House in­ 
stead of by two-thirds of the Senate. 
It won Senate approval for a $2,-

W arns Used Car Shoppers 
Tom MoCahill hits a timely theme 
in a Mechanix Illustrated Magazine 
article by telling you how to buy 
n used car with safety. Fully appre­ 
ciating th at the average m otorist’s 
opportunity to get delivery of a 
brand new car is some m onths of!. 
McCahlll reminds tis th at a good 
1936 Job is superior to an abused 
1942 model and warns against be­ 
coming enthusiastic over a brightly 
painted "lemon.'* He goes on to tell 
how to test for a neglected clutch, 
brakes that have developed a leak. 
and worn front wheel bearings. I 
am especially Interested In his re­ 
marks about the appearance of the 
engine. He w arns against assuming 
th a t a clean engine means every­ 
thing Is shipshape, 
pointing out 
th a t a dirty engine Is pretty good 
evidence th a t there have been no 
recent repairs. This, I m ight add. 
could also m ean th a t the engine 
hasn’t enjoyed occasional 
tappet 
adjustm ents and Ignition checks. 
Anyone who tries to figure 1946 
styles In automobile 
design and , 
construction, taking their cue from 
handm ade models which are sp ­ 
e a r in g around Detroit, Is simply 
falling prey to the oldest of motor - 
ciom’s 
sm art safeguards 
against 
leakage of new model news. Since 
D etroit was a pup it has been cus­ 
tom ary to send projected models 
out on the streets and byways, not 
merely to test the cars and to gain 
un insight into public reaction but 
also to throw off his guard. The 
snooper soon finds himself bewild­ 
ered and ends by not being willing
